After 
eight open or until top growth of three inches has developed they 
should be ready to force in a cool, light room and after spikes are 
well developed they should be placed in regular room temperature. 
A succession of bloom may be had by bringing part of the planting 
into the light, at a time, as needed.

Outdoors: Tulips do well in any good garden soil and can be planted 
anytime in the Autumn before the ground is closed by frost. Plant 
“4 to 5 in. deep and 5 to 6 in. apart each way. 

Pot Culture: Plant the bulbs as early as possible, as upon the slow 
growth of the flower bud depends the success of the forcing. Plant 
6 bulbs to a 6 in. pot in any good friable soil, allowing the tips of 
the bulbs to show above the soil. Water and place in a cold frame 
or heel-in in the garden covering the pots with ashes or soil and 
allow eight to ten weeks to force root development.
